IN THE HUMAN RIGHTS SITUATION IN ARGENTINA. AMONG TFINGS 
LISTED WERE FEWER KIDNAPPINGS AND OTHER TERRORIST ACTS AND 
rHE VISIT OF THE INTER-AMERICAN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION 
LAST SEPTEMBER. THE COMMUNIQUE GOES ON TO SAY THAT THE 
ASSEMBLY IS STILL CONCERNED ABOUT LACK OE FREEDOM OF THE
